Thousands of Genuine Bills 
Stamped Counterfeit. 


Most of It in Possession of 
Huerta Sympathizers. 


Gen. Scott Denies Charge of 
Torturing Mewzicans.

As the result of an investigation

pointed out to me previously as Fellx 
Sommerfeld, late Chief of the Secret 
Police, caught my eye and beckoned. 

“The general will see you now, 
senor,” he said, and motioned me 
within. Sitting on the edge of a dis- 
ordered bed, clad in a neat uniform 
of olive drab with no single insignia 
of rank, was the master of Northern 
Mexico—Francisco Villa. I had been 
told that for eighteen years he had 
been a brigand—and he looked the 
part. He sat humped over, with head 
drooping. His bloodshot eyes and 
tousled hair would have led me, at 
first glance, to assume that he was 
just recovering from the effects of a 
prolonged debauch. As a matter of 
fact, however, he does: not drink; his 
life has hung by a thread for too 
many years for him to imperil it for 
the sake of whisky. 

MEETING GEN. VILLA. 


He is stockily built and of medium 
height—not over five feet ten, I 
should guesse—with the chest and 
shoulders of a prize fighter and the 
most perfect bullet-shaped head I 
have ‘ever ‘seen. Receding from the 
back of the neck and from the jaw, it 
tapers upward in the most extraor- 
dindry fashion. His head is covered 
with black hair as crisp and curly as 
a negro’s; his skin is the color of a 
well-smoked meerschaum; a black 
mustache serves to mask his mouth, 
which is cruel even when it is smil- 
ing. The most attractive feature of 
the face is the eyes, which are large 
and brilliant and _ extraordinarily 
piercing. Indeed, they are really not 
eyes at all, but gimlets, which seem 
to bore into your very soul. After I 
had looked into them I began to un- 
derstand the deadly fear in which his 
subordinates stand of tim. 

His methods in this particular had 
been strikingly illustrated only quite 
recently.

After tak- 
ing a few angry turns up and down 
the station platform, Villa strode 
across to his chief of transport, and, 
jerking loose his heavy automatic, 
shoved the muzzle of the weapon ini} 
that startled official's face. 


UNREASONABLE DEMANDS. 
“If that train isn’t out of the sta- 
tion in five minutes,” he snarled, “I'll 
blow you head off.” 

“But, general,” expostulated the 
trembling official, “I’m not responsi- 
ble for the delay. The engine’s broken 
down.” 

_ “That doesn’t concern me,” sald 
Villa, coldly. “I'm not an engineer— 
I'm a soldier. If that train doesn’t 
move in five minutes yeu'll be dead.” 
The train moved. 

The condition of the room in which 
Villa received me was indicative of 
the disorder which marks the present 
Stage of the revolution. Lined against 
the wall was a row of canvas sacks, 
each stamped “$1000.” There were 
thirty in all; I counted. them. They 
doubtless comprised the war chest of 
the rebel army. Pile@ carelessly in 
one corner were a dozen Mauser. 
rifles, two or three cavalry saddles 
and a half-empty case of ammuni- 
tion. In front of these warlike im- 
plements, and half screening them, 
were a baby’s chair and a sewing ma- 
chine—telics, no doubt, of the house's 
former inhabitants. Hanging on the 
bedpost was Villa’s visored cap, and 
on a near-by table were his field 
glasses and revolver. The latter, 1 
noted, was within easy reach of his 
hand. 

EDUCATED ADVISERS. 
My conversation With Villa was 
constantly interrupted by the comings 
and goings of officers and officials, for 
the commander in chief is still too 
new at the business to intrust any de- 
cisions, no matter how unimportant, 
to his subordinates. The thing that 
impressed me most, I think, was the 
fashion in which his advisers—culti- 
vated, educated, polished men for the 
most part, many of whom were edu- 
cated at Harvard and Oxford and the 
Sorponne, and who are at home in the 
best ‘society of half the world’s capi- 
tals, stood, hat tn hand, awaiting the 
orders of this illiterate ex-bandit, and 
at his bidding pocketed their dignity 
and became messenger boys. 
Much of this remarkable loyalty is 
due, no doubt, to fear, and some of it 
to faith in the man’s abilities as a sol- 
dier, but I can’t imagine anyone serv- 
ing him from love, for there is noth- 
ing. that is lovable about him. But. 
mind you, he hasn’t lost his head. I 
could not detect a single evidence of 
vanity or conceit. I think I can best 
describe him as a man that I would 
not care to meet in a lonely neighbor- 
hood on a dark night. | 

Always grim and sullen, when an- 
gered by anything, no matter how 
trivial, he becomes as ferocious as a 
wild beast. He has about as much re- 
gard for human life as a tiger. Here 
is an incident to illustrate my point: 

SURVEYING THE CAPTIVES. 

After a recent rebel victo

Federal prisoners were lined up in the 
Plaza for Villa’s inspection. The rebe} 
commander, hands thrust into the 
pectets of his frayed sack coat, som- 

rero pulled over his eyes, strode for- 
and surveyed the cowering cap- 

ves. 

“Viva Villa!” he sna ped. 

“Viva Villa!” “Vive Villa!” The 
shrill cheer, dominated, however, by 
an unmistakable note of fear, ran 


down the cri ng line. 
“You does! he snarled. “You 
shout ‘Viva illa!’ today because I 


happen to be on top, but if I lost a 
battle tomorrow you'd be shouting 
"Viva lHiuerta!’” 
Then, turning to the commander of 
the guard: “Take them out and shoot 
them—and mind that you waste no 
ammunition. We've none to spare.” 
They arranged the prisoners in 
groups of five, as close together as 
they. could stand, and a soldier placed 
the muzzle of his Mauser against the 
breast of the foremost man in each 
group .. . and pulled the trig- 
ger. In this way one bullet did the 
werk of five. 
“A few more episodes Hke _ that,. 
general,” I told Villa quite frankly, 
“and you'll lose for your cause all the 
sympathy that it has guined in the 
United States. The reports of these 
wholesale executions are leaving a bad 
taste in the mouths of Americans.” 
“Those that I have erecuted de- 
served all they got,” said Villa, witha 
sudden hardening of the muscles 
about the mouth. “Some of them 
helped betray Madero; others were 
prisoners whom I had paroled and 
whom I had caught with arms in 
their hands But that etage of the 
campaign is over now. Hereafter we 
shal! conduct the war along more 
civilized lines. There will be no 
more executions except in aggravated 
cases—-I give you my word asa to that.” 
As I rose to take my departure, 
Villa stood up and took my hand. 
“Good-by, general,” I ealid. “Per- 
haps the next time we meet it will be 
in the City of Mexico tm the National 
Palace.”’ 
PARTING WITH VILLA. 
Hie eyes flamed. “In the City of 
Mexico, perhaps," he answered, “if 
God iets me live to reach there. But 
in the Nationa! Palace—never, I have 
no wish to be Presidente Who ain I to 


I was an outlaw with a price on my 
life. It was not until I was in prison 
in the capital, two years ago, that I 
taught myself to read and write. And 
my wife cannot read and write at all. 
l am no podlitician. I am a fighting 
man. I am fighting to free my coun- 
try from the rule of a despot and to

avenge the murder of Madero, who 
believed in me and befriended me. 


And I shall never rest until I have 
settled that score.” 


And, unless a knife or a bullet cuts 
short his career, I don’t believe that 
he will. 

Whether this former outlaw, who, 
less than a year ago, slipped out of 
El Paso with a revolver in his belt 
and $7.50 in his pocket, and who Is 
now at the head of probably 20,000 
victory-elated men, will ever sit in 
the Presidential chair, only time can 
tell. Far stranger things have hap- 
pened below the Rio Grande, as those 
who are familiar with the history of 
Porfirio Diaz krow. And Villa is but 
following the path that Diaz trod. 


“THE SABER IS USELESS.” 


So Says an American Officer Whe 
Cared for the Wounded From the 
Ojinaga Battle.

bers, Cept. Duncan saw nothing but 


gunshot wounds on his patients. He 


concluded that “the saber is a use- 


leas weapon.” 


Wounded Mexicans bore their in- 
juries with incredible stoicism, the 
report says, and expected no relief 
from their agonies. No arrangements 
for the care of the wounded that 
were worth mentioning had been 
made by either army, so far as the 
American doctors could learn. The 
men were not provided even with first 
aid packages. 

Summarizing his experience with 
abdominal wounds, Capt. Duncan says 
bullets from modern  pbigh-power 
rifles frequently pass through the ab- 
domen without inflicting serious dam- 
age, if fired at long range. 

Bathing is an unknown »process 
among the Mexican soldiers, partially 
because of lack of water, Capt. Dun- 
can asserts, adding: 

“There were many men who had 
not so much as washed their faces 
and hands for months—if ever.” 

He denounces the Mexican Federal 
medical officers for refusal to ald in 
caring for Federal wounded at the 
hospital. |

EMPLOYMENT PLENTY. 


There is no longer any serious con- 
sideration of the “problem of the un- 
employed.” It has been conclusively 
shown in all sections of the country 
that there is no need of or excuse for 
“unemployed” men. In every direc- 
tion there is a cry for men at good 
wages and those who remain idle do 
so from choice, encouraged in the 
cities and in some of the States by the 
politicians, who need them as a cam- 
paign issues and also as voters. In 
Chicago, the Council has just granted 
permission by ordinance for the build- 
ing of a $65,000,000 union termina) 
by the Pennsylvania and five allied 
lines. The excavations and prepara- 
tory work will provide, for two or 
three years at least, employment for 
all the unskilled laborers in the city. 
Railroads generally are also calling 
for men for spring repair work.

PASSENGERS. 


PACIFIC MAIL LINER LIKELY TO 
BE QUARANTINED. 


Case of Smallpox Is Discovered 
Aboard Vessel on Its Way from 
the Orient and the 3850 People 
Aboard Are Exposed, According to 
Message. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, March 28.—Upon her 
arrival tomorrow morning from 
Chinese and Japanese ports, via 
Honolulu, the Pacific mail liner Si- 
beria, Capt. Adrian Zeeder, will be 
ordered into quarantine, while her 
passengers, numbering 350 persons, 


and her crew will have to submit to 
disinfection possible vaccina- 
tion. 


This was the announcement made 
today by officials of the mail com- 
pany and the quarantine authorities, 
who received word by wireless that a 
suspected case of smallpox had been 
discovered among the Asiatic steer- 
age passengers, Just what action 
will be taken by the quarantine offi. 
clals cannot be determined until they 
have made a thorough investigation 
of the situation this morning. 
It is believed that the case is suffi- 
ciently serious to make it necessary 
to hold the steerage passengers, who 
number 200 Chinese and Japanese, 
for the two-week quarantine period. 
On the other hand, it is likely that 
the cabin pdssengers, numbering 100. 
will be landed after their persons and 
baggage are given the: antiseptic bath 
at the Angel Island station. 
According to word from the ship, 
the case was isolated immediately 
upon discovery, and the quarantine 
doctors may. consider that this pre- 
caution eliminates the possibility of 
further infection. 

Capt. Zeeder sent a radiogram to- 
‘day announcing that he would bring 
his command into the harbor at 9% 
o’clock tomorrow morning. After be- 
ing boarded by the doctors, the 
steamer will proceed to anchorage 
off.Angel Island station, where the 
passengers will be landed for the dis- 
infecting process. 

The last transpacifiC passenger 
steamer to be held in quarantine fo: 
the two-week period was the Nippon 
Maru. This occurred about five years 
ago. The sixty passengers aboard 
treated the situation tn the nature 
of a lark, saying that they had a fine 
time,. Everything possible was done 
to make their stay pleasant. Read-

STEPHENS'S IDEA. 

Representative Stephens of Cal- 
ifornia, Progressive, opposed the re- 
peal on the ground that it would bene- 
fit none but British ships and inter- 
ests.

NEW YORKER HEARD. 
Representative Chandler (Progres- 
sive) of New York, who opposed the 
repeal, declaring that the people, in 
the 1912 election, had indorsed the 
free tolls planks of the various plat- 
forms, and that “for one man, no mat- 
ter how high his station, or how great 
his gifts, now to reverse that indorse- 
ment without an appeal] to the people, 
is not the way of our fathers, who 
founded this republic, but the way of 
a monarchy, a benevolent despotism. 
“IT do not know what has fright- 
ened the President, but I do know that 
if Andrew Jackson had received, from 
across the seas, a British threat, in- 
stead of sending to the House a cow- 
ardly message acceding to it, he 
would have demanded a great appro- 
priation to increase the standing army 
and buy 100 battleships.”’ 
Representative Hawley of Oregon 
and Representative Curry of Cali- 
fornia, opposed repeal. Curry at- 
tacked the administration’s foreign 
policy. 

CURRY’'S VIEW. 

‘The policies and achievements of 
the President certainly cannot be 
viewed with satisfaction and com- 
mendation by his political adherents,” 
he said. “‘His experimental] diplomacy 
has proven to be a failure. ) 
“The President is an exceedingly 
erudite, well-meaning, kindly, pol- 
ished gentleman, more highly edu- 
cated and possessing more knowledge, 
if not more wisdom, than any of his 
predecessors. During the short time 
he has occupied the Presidential chair 
it has been demonstrated conclusively 
that it was one of the most easy of 
intellectual feata for a scholastic 
idealist.to dream dreams, evolve 
theories, and in imagination, govern 
the world from a philosopher's chair, 
but when !t comes to dealing with flesh 
and blood, human nature, economie 
conditions, and national and interna.

REED’S BILL.

The provides that foreign- 
owned vessels may enter the ports 
of the United States to the same ex- 
tent and under the restrictions im- 
posed upon vessels of the United 
States, the President to prescribe and 
from time to time change the tolls 
charged for the use of the Panama 
Canal by coastwise traffic. It is 
stipulated, however, that charges 
should, as nearly as possible, equal 
the expense of transporting such 
vessels through the canal without 
seeking to cover any interest upon 
the investment of the United States 
in constructing the canal. 

Senator Lewis also introduced a 
bill to give the President authority 
to suspend tolls “whenever consistent 
with the interests of the United 
States.”

GROWERS OF SAN JOAQUIN 
VALLEY INCORPORATE. 


Will Send Representatives Through 
the East With View to Selling 
Green Fruit in Undeveloped Mar- 
kets—Pittsburgh Concern Alleged 
to Have Situation Under Control. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

FRESNO, March 28.—The begin- 
ning of a fight of the green fruit 
growers of the San Joaquin Valley to 
eliminate the Di Gorgio interests from 
this district, was started yesterday 
when incorporation papers for the 
Powers Fruit Company were placed 


on file with the County Clerk. 

The new company is organized 
with a capital of $100,000 and the 
directors are Lucius Powers, Hans 
Karrer and Frank Kummeth of 
Sanger; O. O. Oliver of Kingsburg, 
and George Cosgave of this city. 
This company proposes to send 
traveling men through all of the 
States and to create new markets for 
California fruits and to eliminate the 
Di Gorgio Interests from all of its 
transactions. The organization of 
the new company to market green 
fruits of the San Joaquin Valley has 
caused much interest in this section 
and the activities of the company 
will be closely watched. The grow- 
ers propose to market their own 
fruit. Instead of pouring the goods 
into the auction markets of the East, 
as has been done in the past, they will 


California green fruit is practically 
unknown. Within the past few yearn 
the Di Gorgio interests, represented 
by the Fanning-Charters Company of 
Pittsburg, have made rapid strides 
in securing control of the green fruit 
industry of California and it is to 
break this control that the new com- 
pany has been organized.

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FEAR CAUSES SUICIDE. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Langowsky, about

JUDGE CRAIG OVERRULES PLEA 
FOR NEW TRIAL, | 


Says Time Has Passed in This State 
When Technicalities Will Serve to 
Free Criminals—Business Too 
Serious to Turn on Mere Words of 
the English Language. 


In overruling the demurrer of the 
attorneys for Jim Daly and other 
rioters, convicted in 
White's Police Court, Judge 
Gavin W. 
yesterday handed down his decision in 
diplomatic but positive language, dis- 
posing of the trifling argument that 
an indictment must be couched in 
specified words to make it binding on 
the court. 

The main point in the demurrer 
before Judge White, when he refused 
to grant a new trial for the rioters, 
was that the words “disturbing the 
peace” had been used instead of “dis- | 
‘'turbing the public peace. Judge 
| Craig counted nothing else of impor- 
tance in the appeal! of the defendants 
to his court. A part of his decision 
is as follows: 

“As I understand counsel for the 
defendants, it is their contention that 
no other words can be substituted for 
these particular words. ... It 
may be and probably is true that in 
times past, courts have ruled that par- 
ticular words must be used in alleg- 
ing certain offenses, but at least in 
this State, the time has passed when 


the relief of defendants where it does 
not appear that their substantial 
rights have been affected. 

“The business of courts, that of ad- 
ministering justice, whether such ad- 
ministration results in the feeling 
innocent persons, or the punish- 
ing of guilty ones, is too serious and 
too broad a work to allow its action 
to be based on such questions, *as 
whether or not certain words of the 


plaint. 
“This complaint does, in language 
sufficiently clear to apprise the de-

Law Lays Hands on Launch 
Used in Smuggling. 


Romantic Career of Craft 
Since Midnight Dip. 


Real Owner of Calypso Is| 
Left Stranded. 


A sniall craft without lights moved 
silently into the inner harbor at Long 
Beach at 8 o’clock on the evening of 
December 28, 1912, and docked at the 
yards of the Pacific Yacht, Launch 
and Engine Company. Working qui- 
etly with shaded lanterns, a crew of 
twelve men, under Capt. W. L. Sassa- 
man, began preparations for launch- 
ing a boat. 

No axes or sledges were used and 
the boat was lifted with hydraulic, 
jacks. At midnight all was set and 
the men went back to their launch to 
await the incoming tide. The water 
was sufficiently high by 2 o'clock and 
the crew returned to work. Finally 
the mate removed the last jack and 
the vessel] started slowly. 

The captain called to all hands to 
clear the boat. There was no cheer- 
ing crowd present, as usual on such 
occasions, and no maiden to neave a 
bottle of wine against the bow. The 
skipper, the only man on deck, raised 
his cap as the boat slipped down the 
—— and exclaimed, “I christen thee 


From that dark hour when the Ca- 
lypso, a swift and beautiful craft, 
leaped into the sea, nothing but 
ill-luck has followed her. Beginning 
with her clandestine launching, made 
mecessary by the failure of the con- 
struction company and the fact that 
Creditors were attempting to hold the 
craft, a cullar series of misfortunes 
has her. 

CONFISCATED. 

The crowning calamity came when 
the launch was confiscated by the gov- 
ernment, January 18, last, at Monte- 
rey, on the ground that it had been 
used to land smuggled Chinese. Im- 
migration tors arrested a crew 
of three men—Capt. Maurice Petten- 
ger, Fred Fox and David Mayne, an 
Indian. 

The announcement is made that the 
govermment will use the craft, said 
to be the fastest on the Coast, to chase 
smugglers. The government's poses- 
fion of the boat is disputed by Capt. 

man, who claims to own five- 
sixths interest in her and that he was 
not aware the craft was used in the 
contraband trade. 

Capt. Sassaman, who lives at No. 
1158 San Pedro street, accuses Petten- 
ger, said to have one-sixth interest in 
the boat, of treachery. The captain 
says that just before Pettenger left 
Los Angeles harbor on the alleged 
smuggling expedition he went to the 
customhouse and represented he was 
the master and chief owner of the 
craft and obtained a sailing license.

Capt. Connell, local immi- 
gration inspector, thinks Sassaman is 
wasting his time. 

HAS THE GOODS,

As a final calam- 
ity, my partner played me wrong and 
took out the boat under false rep- 
resentations. I am investimating this 
matter now.” 
MAIDEN TRIP. 
_ The Calypso made her maiden trip 
to Santa Catalina Island, May  i1, 
1913, and at once gained notortety by 
opening the port of Avalon, which fad 
previously been closed to all vessels 
except those of the company vontrol- 
ling the island. From September to 
January, the boat was at Long Beach 
and was used in carrying passengers 
to the warships and in conveying 
pleasure parties. 
The boat suffered a mishap  Iiast 
August, when the engine went dead 
eight miles out of the port of Ava- 
lon. The forty-five passengers aboard 
were taken off at sea by the Virginia, 
owned at Long Beach. The Calypso 
with a crew of four men, drifted for 
thirty-eight hours and finally was 
towed into Los Angeles harbor. 
- The Calypso cost $10,000 and -was 
butlt for speed and to ride in a heavy 
sea. She is equipped with a sixty- 
horsepower engine and an !mproved 
liquid compass that cost $100. .The 
craft is sixty-five feet long, has a 
fourteen-foot keel, a displacement of 
thirty-three tons and travels, under 
pressure, elghteen knots an hour.

The Board of Public Works has 
awarded the contract for the paving 
of Mission road, from Gallardo to 
Baldwin streets, after a long fight as 
to what should be the width of the 
paving.

ESTIMATES INCLUDE NUMEROUS 
SERVICE BETTERMENTS. 


Commission Approves Figures Sub- 
mitted by Chief Eley, Which Pro- 
vide for Purchase of More En- 
gines, Hose Wagons and Other 
Needed Equipment. 


More than one million dollars—in 
exact figures, $1,158,938—is the total 
estimate of Fire Chief Eley for the 
fire department for the next fiscal 
year. Eley declares that this is 
only a reasonable demand, in order 
that the fire department may keep 
pace with the general growth of the 
The commission approved the 
eetimates and they will go to the 
City Auditor tomorrow for presenta- 
tion to the Budget Committee. 

A summary of the estimates shows 
that whereas the amount for salaries 
and wages for the present fiscal year 
Was $522,840, the need for the next 
year will be $628,615. The outlays 
for the present vear were $321,539, i 
while the estimates ask for $412,089 
for the new year. The present year's 
expense estimates are $71,384, while 
the sum of $122,284 is placed for this 
item for the new year. 

In the proposed new outlay there 
is provision made for equipment for 
various séctions of the city not now 
adequately provided. An item of 
$10,500 is listed for four 60-horse- 
power combination chemical and hose

IT’S ON THE WAY. 


The City Council yesterday made 
an appropriation of $15,075 to carry 
on improvements that will be neces- 
sary to provide proper access to the 


srounds for the garbage reduction 
plant to be built by C. D. Crouch for 
handling city garbage. 

It will be necessary to improve 
Leonard street, build up two subways 
underneath the Santa Fe tracks, con- 
struct @ sewer and lay water pipes. 
All this must Be done at the direct 
expense of the city, with the excep- 
tion that the Santa Fe railroad will 
stand half of the cost of the con- 
struction of the subways under its 
tracks. | 
There will be two ten-foot Wide 
subways and a strip of Leonard street 
twenty-one feet wide and for a dis- 
tance of 1475 feet will be paved. 
Members of the Finance Commit- 
tee Mave been  ~perturbed over the 
possipility of Crouch’s plans falling 
through, and telegrams were sent 
ast to ascertain whether the orders 
for machinery have been placed. 
Couneilman Conwell stated yesterday 
that ~assurances have been received 
that the entire equipment has been 
ordered and that its manufacture is 
well under way, while thirty carloads 
will be shipped here during April. 
The outlays on the part of the city 
will he practically useless unless the 
plant is constructed, but they are 
necessary for -use before the con- 
struction work proceeds. 


PROVIDE FIRST FUNDS. 
CITY'S INSURANCE SCHEME. 


The city has a new fund—the work- 
men’s compensation, insurance § and 
Safety act fund. The municipality 
from this time forth will carry its 
own risk, under the provisions of the 
new act. 

The City Council yesterday made an 
appropriation of $1000 for the initial 
needs of this department, and placed 
it at the disposal of the City Attorney, 
who is to act as head of the insurance 
department until the task reaches 
propettions too great for him to give 
it the necessary time. The $1000 is 
to be used for preliminary work. 


TRGES BUREAU'S USE. 
.~CIVES MEN WITHOUT FEES.

MISSION ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 

After veafs of waiting, and of late 
the insistent demand of the Board of

make a direct connection with the im- 
proved streets leading to the county’s 
good roads system. 

A long fight was carried on over 
the width of the roadway to be paved 
in Mission road, which has a 100-foot 
width.

IGH-SEA SUIT 
OVER BUNCHES. 


CAPTAIN OF LOSES 
PARTNERSHIP MIX-UP. 


Agrees to Enter Fruit Company 
and Then Backs Out—He Loses 
Fat Carrier Bill Because of Bank- 
ruptcy—Glendale Family Dispute 
Again Taken to Court. 


A partnership agreement entered 
into on the high seas had its echo. in 


Judge Works's court yesterday when 
the suit of Capt. F. Jebsen against 
J.. H. Grande of the Grande Fruit 
Company, was tried for the recovery 
of a freight bill of $1575, covering a 
shipment of 5250 bunches of bananas 
from Las Penas, Mex., to San Pedro. 
Grande contracted with Capt. Jeb- 
sen to bring up the bananas and ¢f¢r- 
ranged to accompany him on the trip 
as the personal representative of the 
fruit company. Previous to embark- 
ing Grande obtained an option from 
his two partners for their interest in 
the concern. 

On the trip he talked over with 
Capt. Jebsen the advisability of him 
taking a half-interest. As the talk 
ran Jebsen would not have to put up 
any money, his interest consisting of 
the amount of the freight bill. Jeb- 
sen finally consented, agreeing, how- 
ever, to put in only $1500. 

On the return trip Grande ‘eft the 
ship at San Diego, reaching San Pe- 
dro ahead of the vessel by train. He 
bought out his parthers for $350 each. 
Capt. Jebsen was then to all intents 
and purposes a ftill-fledged partner in 
the fruit company. 

But belne a sailorman and not a 
business man, it would seem that Jeb- 
sen acquired cold feet, especially as he 
and Grande had an altercation. At any 
rate he declined to become a partner 
and demanded his freight money. 
Meantime, it developed that the 
Grande Fruit Company had become 
bankrupt. 

The bananas were sold, probably 
for the benefit of the creditors of the 
congern. 

This was the situation when Jeb- 
sen’s suit was tried by Judge Works. 
The result leaves the sailorman ap- 
parently high and dry, for the court 
held that while there was a contract 
at sea, no papers were signed. No 
judgment could be made against 
Grande, for his concern was bank- 
rupt. His two partners had been re- 
leased by the contract. A judgment 
of $75 was entered against them and 
judgment for costs in their favor. 
The net results of Capt. Jebsen's 
venture therefore appear to be the 
sum of $75. He has an action, how- 
rever, in the bankruptcy proceedings. 


CAN’T STAND NOISE. 
BRINGS SECOND SUIT. 

Youth and beauty will have its way.

J. J. Lawes of No. 1056 East Palmer 
avenue, Tropico, who is 84 years old 
and henee lacks the sentiment cf 
younger persons.

The auto was driven at the time 
of the accident by Cari Bonoff, a son 
of the defendant. Mvyer Siegel, a mer- 
chant, and the elder Bonoff, were pas- 
sengers.

ILL THE CANAD PAY? 
Will the tolls received from the Pan- 

ama Canal pay the cost of its upkeep and 
the interest on the bonds issued in aid of its 
construction? 


The cost of maintaining the canal is estt- 
mated at $2,000,000 per annum. The fnter- 
est on $400,000,000—its total cost—at 3 per 
cent. will be $12,000,000. Im all $14,000,000 
per annum. 

To make up this amount ft is necessary 
that 12,000,000 of tonnage should pass 
through the canal at $1.20 per ton. Where 
will the 12,000,000 of tonnage come from? 
Taking the tonnage of the ships that now 
pass around Cape Horn and through the 
Straits of Magellan, and the tonnage car- 
ried across the Isthmus by rail, it appears 
that 2,000,000 tons of California, Oregon and 


Washington wheat, and a million tons of | 


canned and dried fruits, canned and salted 
fish, wine, brandy, hops, wool and citrus 
fruits are now shipped to the East and 
Europe from Pacific ports. Two million 
tons of nitrates, guano, wheat and ores go 
from Chile, Bolivia and Peru. Six million | 
tons of misceHaneous freight are carried be- 
tween Europe and our Atlantic Coast, and 
Australia, Japan, China, and American Pa- 
cific ports. The increase in grain ship- 
ments—the production of which would be 
stimulated by a saving of 10 to 15 cents per 
bushel in cost of freight, sacking, interest 
and insurance will exceed 1,000,000 tons per 
annum. The lumber shipments from this 
coast to European, Eastern and South Afri- 
can ports—a traffic that would be created by 
the canal—may be safely estimated at 2,000,- 
000 tons. The proportion of general traffic 
contingently tributary to the canal would 
probably not be less than 2,000,000 tons. 


From these various sources there will be 
16,000,000 tons to pass through the canal an- 
nually, when but 12,000,000 tons are needed 
to pay for maintaining the canal and paying 
3 per cent. interest on the cost of its con- 
struction. 


After this year no ship can afford to round 
the Horn. The voyage from any Pacific port 
to Liverpool in a sailing vessel occupies an 
average of 120 days. The annual allowance 
charged against her earnings for interest on 
capital is 6 per cent., for insurance is’8 per 
cent., and for amortization or depreciation in 
value is 10 per cent—in all 24 per cent. 
The cost of such a vessel of 2000 tons regis- 
ter and 3000 tons carrying capacity is $120,- 
000. Her fixed charges are therefore $28.-

A. Kilfofl on February 28. This 
statement was written, according to 
Kilfoil, when he wrote the pathetic 
letter to Lillian Palmer. The letter 
to the girl and the statement ac- 
companying it were in a sealed en- 
'velope to “be opened after death” of 
Kilfoll. At that time he had an at- 
tack of heart failure and thought he 
was going to die. The statement is 
like that of March 23, written in the 
County Jail, in which Kilfoil ac- 
cuses Lillian Palmer of the poison- 


NEARER SOLUTION. 

All three documents are regarded 
by Deputy Ford as reaching nearer 
to a solution of the murder 
than any development that 
appeared in the Kilfoil case. 

The moving force behind 
vestigation which has now 
the doors of the grand jury 

of members of the 
foil family, led by John F. 
Kilfoil a brother of Phil. Mem- 
bers of that family explain that 
they were willing to let the public 
believe that Mary Kilfoil committed 
suicide because of the report of Dis- 
trict Attorney’s detectives bearing 
out that theory, and because they 
wished to see an end to publicity of 
the matter. Another reason for their 
wish that the press would drop the 
case, Was that they feared an inves- 
tigation might reveal the condition 
of Lillian Palmer, whom they were 
trying to protect. A charge against 
Phil Kilfoil, who was often in the 
girl's company, was foreseen at the 
time, and it was freely stated by 
members of the Blaine family that if 
the condition of Lillian Palmer be- 
came known the police would scent 
a motive for the poisoning of Mary 
Kilfoil. 

An investigation has been contin- 
ued that is ontside of the sordid 
charges involving Phil Kilfoll and the 
girl, as his alleged victim. This in- 
vestigation has developed many {m- 
portant bits of evidence which, it ts 
believed, will lead to the uncovering 
of the murderer at the proper time. 

BOTH SIDES TO SHOW. 

That both sides will have to show 

their hands in court on the statutory 


charge against Kilfoil was virtually 


decided yesterday when Judge Willis 
overruled the Kilfoil motion to dis- 
miss the grand jury indictment. The 
trial was set for May 14. In the 
meantime the grand jury will probe 
the murder case. 

At a conference yesterday John F. 
Kilfoil and Attorney Dysert reported 
to Deputy Ford that two diamonds 
and a ruby had been stolen from Phil 
Kilfoil’s desk on the night of Feb- 
ruary 19, when that desk was 
searched for evidence by former De- 
tectives Fred Boden and Charles 
Herne. Ford was asked for a com- 
plaint, but as there was no. evi- 
dence to fasten the theft upon either 
one of the detectives, the case was 
sent to Deputy District-Attorney 
James Hogan, who said he will in- 
vestigate it at once. Both Boden and 
Herne were working for the police 
department at the time and they as- 
Sert they did not see any gems in 
the Kilfoil desk. 


MORE SONORANS DEPORTED. 


Second Trainload of Refugees at 

Nogales to Be Augmented by Wom- 

en, Is Report. . 

Private advices received here yes- 
terday state that a second special 
train arrived at Nogales, Ariz., yes- 
terday, bearing refugees. driven from 
Sonora, Mex., by orders of Plutarco 
Elias Calles, military commander of 
Hermosillo, Sonora. 

Four of them, the advices state, 
barely escaped being shot down by 
firing squads, telegraphic orders 
countermanding the sentence of death 
being received after a hollow square 
of troops had been formed about 
them with orders to fre. Two of 
these, J. Esperjencio Montijo and Ra- 
fael Mariscal, are newspaper editors 
of Hermosillo. The others, Brigido 
Caro and Eduardo G. Ramos, are 
business men of the Sonoran capital. 

The refugees reported at Nogales, 
the advices state, that thirty promi- 
nent women will also be deported by 
Calles.

Baseano’s Famous Masterpiece’ to 


Leandro Bassano’s famous master- 
piece, “Orpheus Taming the Animals,” 
is about to be offered for sale at auc- 
tion. 

This method of disposing of works 
of art of rare merit has been recog- 


nized as the best. 

Some fortunate collector will be 
able to acquire, this week, a canvas 
of guaranteed authenticity, probably 
the’companion of the celebrated “The 
Forge of Vulcan,” from the same 
brush, which is one of the chief or- 
naments of the Madrid Museum. 

Bassano, in the early years of the 
seventeenth century, departed from 
the accepted type of painting, given 
almost entirely to the representation 
of Biblical ecenes and portraiture. 

In “Orpheus Taming the Animals” 
the artist has given an original inter- 
pretation of one of the most beautiful 
myths of classical times. 

Orpheus, son of Apollo and Clio, 
was such a skillful musician that the 
trees and the rocks leaned toward 
him; rivers ceased to flow, and the 
animals of the fields and forests drew 
near, under the spell of his divine 
harmony. 

In his composition, the master 
painter has portrayed with rare 
originality animal pleasure under the 
charm of superhuman melody. 

The grouping is admirable; the 
richness of the coloring is remarkable 
as retaining to an unusual degree har- 
montous tonality. In workmanship, as 
well as in conception, the canvas in- 
terests by its poetical inspiration, re- 
tains and aatisfies the beholder. 

Paintings by Leandro Bassano are 
rare in any condition. A canvas like 
this. mellowed by centuries, yet with- 
out blemishes, and in perfect state of 
ppreservation, is a noteworthy example 
of the most famous period of the 
painter’s art.

AN DIEGO, March 28.—When the

ute to midnight on December 31, 
1914, and the southern city’s exposi- 
tion is ushered in with the “infant” 
1915, it will be a full-grown exposi- 
tion ready and waiting for the crowds 
that will storm its gates. In fact, 
with the opening ceremony “10t quite 
ten months away, the greater part of 


the building work has already been 
completed.

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How it happens that Mr. Bryan

vey in the North American Review, 
wherein he says President Wilson 
realized that no back was strong 
enough to carry the burden of Bry- 
an and therefore he took Bryan to 
his Presidential bosom. Col. Harvey 
gets forth the terms of the agreement 
under which Bryan was to ride be- 
hind. Wilson reserved to himself the 
making of all appointments. When- 
ever important foreign questions 
came up, Wilson was to hold the port- 
follo. Bryan, thus relieved of many 
onerotie tasks and responsibilities, 
was to have the privilege of continu- 
ing his lucrative lecturing. And it 
was agreed that Bryan need not 
serve wine at his public entertain- 
ments. 


The contest for the Alabama Sen- 
atorship between Representative Un- 
derwood and Representative Hobson 
will undoubtedly turn upon the ques- 
tion of prohibition, which is a promi- 
nent issue in the campaign. Under- 
wood has remained at his post in 
Washington, where he earns $25 a 
day representing the Ninth Alabama 
District. Hobson has been in Ala- 
bama making an extended campaign 
and continuing to draw $25 a day as 
Representative from the Sixth Dis- 
trict. The first lasue is prohibition, 
which Hebson has made his hobby, 
but before Hobson was either a total 
abstainer or a Prohibitionist, Under- 
wood voted for a measure that made 
it unlawful to ship liquors into dry 
communities for sale therein. There 
are three other candidates for the 
Senatorship, but their prominence is 
entirely overshadowed by the Hobson- 
Underwood contest. 


What unexpected matters may be 
injected into a campaign is shown by 
Representative Hobson's attack, in 
his campaign for the Alabama Sen- 
atorship, on Thomas F. Ryan, who 
put up $600,000 to pay the debts of 
the national democracy in 1904. 
Hobson is a Democrat, and he is now 
eassailing Ryan for his contribution 
of $36,000 to the Underwood Presi- 
dential campaign fund last year. 

President Wilson recently an- 
nounced in the most positive terms 
that under no circumstances would 
he interfere in purely State matters, 
but a few days ago he authorized the 
following statement regarding the 
political situation in Tennessee: 

“My judgment is very clear and de- 
cided that it is the duty of all 0- 
crats in Tennessee to subordinate any 
differences they have had in the past 
and stand solidly together for the 
eake of the prestige and success of 
the party throughout the nation.” 

The following day the Independent 
Democratic State Executive Commit- 
tee met to call the State convention. 
The President's harmony suggestion 
was discussed and the majority of 
the speakers characterized his action 
as “ill-advised,” and declared that he 
414 not know the conditions existing 
in Tennessee. A resolution was also 
adopted regretting that he listened 
to certain representatives of the na- 
tional government regarding purely 
local and State affairs.

John B. Barffhill, candidate for 
Representative-at-large from Ililinols 
is not asking the support of suffrag- 
ists. In fact he says they have been 
threatening him ever since he an- 
nounced his candidacy for Congress 
on an anti-suffrage platform. 

“T admit that woman has a eriev- 
afice,” says Mr. Barnhill. “But it is 
the same grievance that man has— 
the lack of sufficient wages. I be- 
lieve that nine-tenths of the women 
would rather have a husband than a 
vote. 

“True statesmanship will realize 
that the one supreme problem of the 
country ie to increase wages until all 
men desiring a home will be able to 
marry and maintain a home. Double 
the wages of men and solve the griev- 
ance of both men and women. Then 
every woman will take charge of a 
home instead of campaigning for 
votes.” 


Speaker Champ Clark does not for- 
get the past nor blind himself to the 
present. The other day Representa- 
tive Murray of Oklahoma endeavored 
to call up his resolution requiring the 
State Department to tfansmit to the 
House a report on the recent Monroe 
doctrine speech of Ambassador W. 
H. Page in London. He contended 
that the resolution was privileged. 
After considerable argument, Speaker 
Clark ruled that as the resetution 
called for “opinions'and conclusions” 
from the department, it was not 
privileged. 

“T don’t know,” sald the Speaker, 
“whether the State Department knows 
what its policy is or not or whether 
it knows what its policy will be to- 
morrow or next year or fifty years 
from now. Certainly a statement on 
this point could be no more than an 
opinion.” 


Gov. Walsh of Massachueetta wants 
to abolish the expert State commis- 
sions that have managed the various 
departments of the State, because the 
members of the boards do not devote 
their entire time to the work of ad- 
ministration. There is no charge 
that they shirk the State’s work, but 
they do not devote all their time to 
it. This is beating Gov. Johnson's in- 
geunity in an endeavor to get into 
his hands all the elements of the 
State government. 

Eight women have been sworn in 
as deputy assessors in Chicago. This 
ia the first experiment of its kind in 
the country, and the women will be 
expected to pay particular attention 
to the personal property holdings of 
women. They will ask the women if 
they have personal checking ac- 
counts, what stocks and bonds they 
hold in their own name, and the cost 
of furs, silk and lingerie they have 
imported. 


The Democratic State Committee of 
Kansas has sent to’ each of the 517

This assertion made yesterday by 
Louis C. Hill, who recently resigned 
as United States Reclamation Serv- 
ice Engineer, is the conclusion 
reached as the result of ten years of 
thorough and discriminating study of 
the Colorado River from its source 
to its mouth and of the land in the 
Colorado basin. 

Hill was supervising engineer of 
the southern district for the United 
States Reclamation Service for more 
than ten years. He recently resigned 
as chief of the southern district 
work,. but continues toiact as con- 
sulting engineer for the govern- 
ment, and has the Elephant Butte 
dam work directly in charge. He is 
now located in this city, having as- 
sociated himself with Quinton and 
Code, with offices in the Hollings- 
worth building. 

Hill's district in the government 
service included Southern California, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Texas, Utah, 
part of Colorado and part of Wyom- 
ing. During the ten years of his 
service he helped build the Roose- 
velt dam and the diversion dam at 
Yuma, including a general irrigation 
system to cover 200,000 acres of land 
in Salt River Valley. 

Other work was the Laguna dam 
and levees on the Colorado, construc- 
tfflon work on the Rio Grande, the 
Elephant Butte dam, and a four- 
mile tunnel in Utah connecting the 
reservoir on the Colorado side of the 
Wasatch Mountains with the irriga- 
tion system in Great Basin.

alone. The «big project, he says, 
should be laid out in detail and a 
general policy adopted.

The site for the biggest and most 


important reservoir, as selected by 
Hill and other engineers, is in North- 


western Colerado on Green River. 
This reservoir will cost $7,000,000, 
will require five years to build and 


will have a capacity of 3,500,000 acre 


feet. This is twice as big as the next 
reservoir in the world, ex- 


cept the Rio Grande reservoir, and 


it is 20 per cent. larger than that. 
This reservoir alone would permit 
a diversion of 8000 second feet of 
water, sufficient to irrigate 600,000 
to 600,000 acres. If the big reservoir 
is built first, it would compose the 
first unit of the general plant, which 
would include five or six smaller 
reservoirs. Its construction would 
go a long way, Hill says, toward 
solving the problem of river regula- 
tion ‘and control, and would lead 


logically to the consummation of the 


complete project to conserve all the 
waters of the Colorado and the rec- 
lamation of 2,000,000 acres of land. 
The reservoir sites are not now 
readily accessible and railroad exten- 
sion would be necessary to enable the 
work to be done to full advantage. 
There are many distinct advantages, 
however, discovered by the investiga- 
tlon made by engineers.

Aha, now we know just where to 
find George W. Perkins, who never 
fails to remind us that he is: ‘fresh 
from the people.” Perkins was con- 
sidered in his day the premier 
amalgamator of trusts In the country.

“IT have been able to interest some 
of the leading musicians in various 
parts of the country in the forth- 
coming biennial convention of the 
National Federation of Musica) Clubs 
and of the Music Congress. While no 
aftrangements for any part of the 
proceedings are yet completed, I find 
a keen interest in everything which 
the national federation is doing for 
the work of 3915. 

“Last fall I started to find mem- 
bers for the committee of the con- 
gress for the encouragement of Amer- 
tean music, to be held in connection 
with the biennial proceedings and the 
performance of the prize American 
opera. I succeeded in securing the 
co-operation of Arthur Feote and 

Chadwick of Boston, Arthur 
Farwell and Leonard Liebling of New 
York, the latter now editor of the 
M Courier. Mr. Farwell, al- 
though not officially connected with 
Musical America, still contributes 
editorials and articles on American 
music, an@ he has promised to give 
us what publicity is needed in this 
way.

les. Charles Farnsworth of Columbia 
University we made a member of the 
committee in order to enlist the sup- 
port and indorsement of the Music 
Teachers’ National Agsociation.

He will no doubt address us up- 
on some national phase. I have urged 
this as strongly as possible and he is 
considering anent the congress.”’

“A THOUSAND YEARS AGO,” — 


Percy Mackaye Has Written a Romantic and Poetic Comedy Which He 
: Locates in Peking, But Which Has Nothing At All to 
Do With China or the Chinese. — 


N SPITE of the fact that “The Yel- 

low Jacket’ got over here and in 

the East; that Louis J. Stellmann 
is trying out a new Chinese play in 
San Francisco April 18, and that 
Percy Mackaye’s “A Thousand Years 
Ago” is being hailed with acclaim 
wherever English is read, I do not 
for one moment imagine that the 
drama is coming under any marked 
Chinese influente. 

People go to see “he Yellow Jack- 
et” purely for the mental surprise 
contained in the American execution 
of the Chinese system of imaginary 
scenery. 


I started to call it Christian Science 
scenery as long as it is something 
that is not and nothing that is some- 
thing. 

When persons who have just been 
executed on the spot cheerfully arise 
pand nimbly scale a ladder to a ten- 
foot balcony, it is very pleasant to 
be assured that they have ascended 
to heaven. It seems to disabuse our 
ffiminds of a fear that Paradise is dif- 
ficult to gain. Any of us would be 
willing to climb a short ladder to get 
to a better and a brighter world after 
we were dead sure that we no longer 
had the slightest

T IS seldom in this day, when nov- 
elists are competing so strenuously 
among themselves for the attention 
ofj the public, that a book dares be 


uninteresting for a third of its length,. 


taking a desperate chance of redeem- 
ing itself before the end. “The Law 
of Life”’—~and. by what convolution of 
hypotheses it was given that title we 


do not know-and dare not conjecture— 


takes such a chance. 


Too much regular stage setting is 
used at first to make the beginning 
auspicious, and then the plot appears 
to be transparent, which is almost as 
disastrous to the reader’s interest as 
if it did not suddenly develop most 
amazing complications later on. 

Robert Mackenzie—the model 
young man who is pointed out to all 
the youths of Wellington as a fellow 
to pattern after—and Sidney Powell, 
who left Wellington to become a New 
York Alderman, apparently accom- 
plishing that feat in an incredulously 
short time by methods not wholly 
scrupulous, love Helen Willoughby.

THE PACIFIC UNMERGER CASE. 


San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce Asks the Governor to Inter- 


cede with the Federal Authorities. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO (Cal.) March 28.— 
As the executive head of the State 
Gov. Hiram W. Johnson was asked 
today by a special committee of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
to protest against the Federal gov- 
ernment’s plan for the “unmerging”’ 
of the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacific railroads. A request also was 
made that the Governor appoint spe- 
cial counsel to represent the interests 
of California in the dissolution suit

_jsunsplash and meet nature awake 
with triuing, fluting birds; people oc- 
cupled with things worth doing; 

fields abloom. We are disappointed. 

We had forgotten that the snow- 
topped Siskiyou wall did not divide us 
from the California, sun-dappled and 
spectrum-colored of our early memo- 
ries, but merely through its gates led 
us into the uncleared and unplanted 
acres we must traverse before we 
came to the gardens. 

We are in California's great back 
yard. We have passed from wakeful- 
ness into sleep. The intervening, fit- 
ful gaps were filled with visions of 
white-mantied tree tops calling on 
the sun to extricate them from the 
relentless snow that held their legs 
and the sun, laughing at the predica- 
ment of the high-planted pines, played 
its games of spring, flashed from the 
peaks, leaped from the trees and ran 
through the valleys lighting each leaf 
and flower and humble hill with a dif- 
ferent color. But the trahsition was’ 
not so swift as this. It oceiipied much 
time and it took a toll of aches and 
strains and pains. 

Perhaps, had I not the fear of an- 
gering truth, I might call this letter 
“Leaves from a Notebook,” or some- 
thing equally bromidic. But it is not 
convenient to carry a notebook on a 
tramping trip, my cuffs aré not white 
or starched, nor is one inclined to 
sit down by the roadside now and 
then, lay down his pack, sharpen his 
pencil and take time to make a rec- 
ord of impressions. A newspaperman 
has no liking for being discovered in 
such a ridiculous posture. We dele- 
gate this task to those who wander

Yesterday were were in Oregon; to- 
day we are in California. What a 
twenty-four hours! And what a great 
pity we have for the mountain goats 
who spend their lives -among those 
snowy cornices! Uniess they are able 
to enjoy the gorgeous sunsets and 
the éxquisite dawns, what a wasted 
life is theirs! 

PERSONAL EXPERIENCES. 

It was early afternoon yesterday 
when we broke camp beside the little 
stream where we had lunched and 
moved on. For miles piled on end we 
made our way slowly out of the nar- 
rowing valley of the Rogue and began 
to ascend into the gathering moun- 
tains. 

Soon night began to lower. And 
rain came. A few drops, at first. Then 
barrels 


Long ago, when I was a small boy, 
I formed the nation that cats ought 
to be able to swim.

| We were footsore and body weary 
when we chose for our “flop” a par- 
row clearing beneath a — of 
stately firs, spruce and hemlock that 
formed a roof of green that shut off 
all sight of the sky. The ground was

with a spring close by. Quickly we had 
pulled up the damp grass, swept the 
clearing with boughs of pine, gath- 
ered evergreen to soften our beds, 
spread our blankets and begun the 
work of collecting dry wood for our 
fire.

But with our fire 
crackling, we made our way through 

a thick clump of manzanita bus = 
to the spring to get water.

Imagine our 
amazement. cooked coffee in 
a We drank lithia. We washed in 

The food refreshed us and im- 
proved our spirits, and when, at last, 
we rolled up like swathed mummies, 
we felt glad we had found such a 
perfectly sheltered place. The smell 
of the freshly-wet forest was to us 
like the perfume of newly-opened 
flowers. It was the first rain we had 
encountered since we had made our 
unforgettable trip over the mountains 

m Roseburg t¢.Coos Bay. 

Little did we dream — in that 
quiet, secluded, warm there 
would come to ug, in a tew hours, the 
first tragedy of our journey—a trag- 
edy which can little be understood, 
or not at all, by those who do not 
know the pranks of the woods or who 
have not found themselves in a simi- 
lar predicament. 

A WET TRAGEDY. 

At a little before 5 o'clock, before 
the night nad begun to lift, our roof, 
holding all the weight of water it 
was able to sustain, began to leak. 
For an hour there was an incessant 
drip, drip, drip. And, slowly, the in- 
tervals between the drips were short- 
ened until, at last, the Grips became 
streams and the streams sheets 
of falling water. At least, I am con- 
vined that is what happened. It is the 
logical process. How we slept through 
the dripping of the water, I am able 
to explain only by our complete 
fatigue. It was 6 o'clock and still 
quite. dark when I aroused my wife. 

“Crawl out of the lake,” I instruct- 
ed her. It is a pity I hadn't a flash- 
light with me to take a picture of 
my bride. It was not the sort of a 
picture I had ever seen her present 
before. I confess, it was disappoint- 
ing. It was then that the memory of 
my water cat came back to me. My 
bride’s hafr was matted by a mixture 
by rain and mud. Her face was mud- 
spattered and tiny bits of leaf clung to 
her driven by the wind. I told her the 
story of the water cat. That was the 
second tragedy. - 

There were other tragedies. Our 
wood was wet. Our spuds were afloat. 
So was our bacon. 
disintegrating. 
Before dawn began its struggle 
against the night, we had converted 
our blankets into a temporary roof, 
using my bundle ropes to _ stretch 
them between four of the huge trees. 
And under this improvised,  half- 
soaked and sagging roof, we wanted 
to build our fire and cook our break- 
fast. We were hungry. But I have 
never been able to discover how to 
light. wet paper or kindle wet wood 
with a match. And we had just res- 
cued our breakfast and brought it to 
shore. 

An hour later, after I had searched 
the countryside for a farm house and 
had been successful in locating a 
camp several hundred feet up the 
mountainside, we  breakfasted on 
lithia water, rolled up our blankets, 
broke camp and began to climb the 
Siskiyous, hungry and thoroughly 
peevish.

selfish hearts to feel that it was not 
intended that we should live always 
on sunbeams and that raindrops were 
given us as an equal biessing. But 
we were not big enough for such 
philosophy as we reached the begin- 
ning of the Siskiyou grade and slowly 
followed the ascent on the narro 
winding mountain road which carri 
us round and round the towering 
mountains on a grade that could not, 
at any place, have attained more than 
8 per cent., although we encountered 
a few slides, some sudden rises and 
descents, places where an automobile 
carelessly driven a fraction of a foot 
one way or the other would have tap- 
pled over into the deep valley below 
or have been overturned by the sharp- 
ly-rising wall. 

Before we had gone far the sun 
came out and set the whole valley 
aglow, warmed the air and filled us 
with that desire to share in the glory 
of a day's awakening that inspires 
the birds to rise and dart and fight 
and flute, but the Pacific highway, 
turned into a soft bed of mud, was 
no place for feet, and it was not long 
before we abandoned the road and 
took. to the tracks of the Southern 
Pacific. And in so doing, I learned a 
lesson. Never again shall I ask my 
wife to cross a railroad trestle. She 
would walk over none of them. Over 
each she crawled’on all fours, much 
as f cat walks along the top ofa

At the little station of Siskiyou We 
had luncheon, 4100 feet above sea 
level. A small band;:of workmen 
shared with us their meager lunch 
and their good coffee: And there 
among the snows we rested for an 
hour or more before we proceeded in- 
to California.

In Turkey, where cement is not 
used or scarcely known, a subatitute 
has been found that has met with 
rather good results when applied in 
exposed places, in filling crevices in 
water pipes, covering joints in stone 
floors, in fountains and for numerous 
other purposes where cement would 
be required, says Construction News. 
The mixture is as eatisfactory in wa- 
ter as in exposed places, but it must 
be allowed to become thoroughly dry 
before it is submerged, writes W. W.

INGRATITUDE OF STRIKERS. 


3 A MONG the stories circulated by the sympathizers with the strikers 


in the Michigan copper district, were reports that the ‘mining com- 
panies disregarded the welfare of their employees and showed 


them no consideration. Royal Meeker, commissioner for the United 


States Bureau of Labor, conducted a thorough investigation of the con- 
ditions, and his report shows that the mining companies were attentive 
to employees and went to much expense to provide comforts and ad- 
vantages for them. 

The Calumet and Hecla Mining Company, which employs the largest 
number of miners, maintains at its own expense a public library con- 
taining 35,000 volumes, in the various languages which may be of in- 
terest to its employees. The library is free to any resident of the 
township. 

This company also operates a modern bathhouse, built at a cost of 
$50,000, containing tubs, showers and a swimming pool. For the use of 
a bathhouse a fee of 2% cents is charged fexcept in the case of women 
and children, to whom the use of the bathhouse is free,) to pay the cost 
of washing the towels. : 

The company maintains a hospital for which a charge of 50 cents 
per month is made to single men and $1 per month to married men— 
that covering the medigine and the medical attention that may be nec- 
essary for the entire family. | 

An aid fund and pension fund is also maintained. 

Free coal and wood are supplied to the widows and orphans of em- 
ployees, or unfortunate employees who are in need. 7 . 

In 1903 the company built and equipped a broom factory and en- 
gaged a teacher to instruct the employees who had become blind to 
make brooms so that they would have employment. ; 

The company furnishes pasturage for one cow to all employees, a 
charge being made for each additional cow. 

All garbage is collected*and removed without expense to the em- 
ployees. 

The company forced an electric light company to furnish electricity 
to all employees living in company houses at a reduced rate. 

In May, 1912, the company inaugurated a voluntary relief fund pro- 
viding monthly payments to the widows and orphans of deceased em- 
ployees who had lost their lives through sickness or accidents. Up to 
date, over $30,000 has been paid from the fund. 

The company has given a free site for all churches on its location, 
and has contributed to their support. The company also owns ten school 
buildings which are maintained for the children-of all residents in the 
community. 

Practically all of the other companies look after their employees in 
much the same manner with minor variations on different matters. 

In many instances free house rent is given the family that is left 
handicapped by the death of the bread-winner, as well as other dona- 
tions, 

Some of the companies provide free land for gardens which the 
employees are privileged to use. : 

During the summer months free band concerts are provided. 

Commissioner Meeker reports that most of the companies matin- 
tained company stores, and that the people in the district consider that 
the prices charged are fair. 

It is also shown in the report that the hours which the miners are 
working at present would be but little reduced if given the eight-hour 
shift, by reason of the fact that the hours of the miners at present are 
nine and one-half hours per day for five days and but five and one-half 
hours on Saturday. | 

The commissioner also found that employees have always been able 
to present grievances to the companies, and in the case of the Calumet 
and Hecla, an employee was privileged to carry his case to the presi- 
dent of the company if necessary. There was also a distinct understand- 
ing that no employee was to be discriminated against because he had 
carried his case over the heads of his superintendents.

(EDITORIAL]’ 


OMMENTING upen the alleged saying of Abraham Lincoln that labor 
C deserves more consideration than capital, Freeman Otis Willey, ts his 

book, “The Laborer and the Capitalists,” says: “Suppose the distin- 
guished martyr were upon the earth in these troubloug times, and that he 
had authority to send you forth to pour ofl upen the troubled waters, and he 
should tell you to go and counsel with-¢apital and labor and use your best 
efforts to have them come together and effect an amicable settlement of their 
differences, but that you should always bear in mind that labor deserves 
much the higher consideration, because labor is the father of capital, that 
capital owes its existence to labor.” 

The sitipposititioug argument placed in the mouth ef Mr. Lincoln could 
never have been formulated by his logical brain. If labor deserves the higher 
consideration because it produces capital, then the father deserves a higher 
consideration than the son, the caterpillar than the butterfly, the cloud than 
the rain, since the latter could not have existed if the former had not first 

The truth is that priority of existence, the fact of ene thing being the 
producer and the other the thing produced has nothing to do with the con- 
sideration that belongs to either. | 

“You worked,” says Mr. Willey, “and earned fifty dollars; therefore, your 
labor created fifty dollars of capital. You then paid the $50 out for laber; 


that is, you employed $50 worth of labor that would not have been employed 


bad you kept your $50 in your pocket. Why, then, is it not as correct to say 
that capith] creates labor, as it is to say that labor creates capital, since the 
labor would not have been employed without the use of the $50 or its equiv- 
alent in some other kind of capital?” 

The principle involved is illustrated in what is called the game of 
“teetering.” A plank is placed across the fence and a boy gets upon either 
end. One presses his feet upon the ground, and sends himself into the air; 
then the other does the same, and the result is a pleasant motion and an 
enjoyable season for both. A dispute arises as to which deserves the most 
praise for all this. One boy says: “I deserve the most praise for the reason 
that I kicked the ground first and set the whole thing iy motion.” The other 
boy replies: “If you kicked the ground first at one movemen®, I kicked it first 
the next, and during the hour we teetered, I set the thing in motion ag many 
times as you did. I do not see that either of us deserves any very 


praise, since both worked for his own interest, but owing to a natural law, 


which we did not create, each was obliged to give the other a bound 
in order to get one for himself.” 
This illustrates the relationship of capital and labor. One canmot teeter

eration belongs to one than belongs to the other.

Through its 
wooded slopes will extend a boulevard 
linking Wilshire boulevard’ with 
Elysian Park and the highways to 
Pasadena. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the 
undeveloped holdings around Silver 


Lake will soon pvecome highly desir- 
able for the better class of homes, 
thereby assuring the early filling in 
of the entire close-in residence area 
northward from Wilshire boulevard 
between Occidental 
Alexandria street, a district that has 
heretofore suffered on account of 
Bimini slough. The carrying of the 
West First-street boulevard across the 
parkway will bring about the compact 
building up of another part of the 
North Wilshire district that has been 
comparatively inaccessible because of 
the lack of through east-and-west 
streets.

NEW SCHOOL NEEDED. 

At a special election April 7 voters 
of the Alhambra-Ramona district will 
express their opinion on a bond issue 
of $250,000 to erect new schoolhouses 
in that part of the San Gabriel Val- 
ley.

The plan of David H. Moffatt, the 
builder, was as simple, yet as com- 
plete in detail, as that employed by 
the merchant princes of Jerusalem 
when the holy city was at ite zenith. 
They loaded their camels with the 
products of Palestine and the then 
civilized world and sent them over the 
deserts of Arabia and Africa, into 
Persia and India and China. 

When the caravans returned they 
brought rare fabrics from the East, 
frankincense and myrrh, ivory and 
jewels. There were no caravans, £0- 
ing or coming, that did not carry 
their bales of merchandise, no ships 
that furrowed the seas unladen. 

FRLT THRILL OF GOLD. 

Moffatt @#at in his bank, ohich 
under his management rapidly be- 
came the fiscal agent of the Territory 
of Colorado, His finger wa on the 
pulse of industry. He was the first to 
feel the thrill of a great gold discov- 
ery hundreds of miles away in moun- 
tainous regions. He Gregory 
Guich, Boulder, Leadville, Aspen, 
Creede and Cripple Creek——each a ro- 
mance of the West—boom and die 
and boom again. 

Moffat saw the millions made, 
almost overnight. Poor prospectors, 
who had nothing but the rovgh 
clothes in which they delved in the 
earth, suddenly built fine homes 
in Denver, and threw their money 
right and left with childish inno- 
cence of its value. 

It was Moffat and his associates 
who gave Denver its first coal sup- 
ply by building the railroad from 
Boulder to the Marshal! coal fields. 
It was the same combination of men 


who in later years built Denver's 
water supply and organized _its 
tramway system. 


But his first step was to get Den- 


ver on a railroad map. The Union 
Pacific, fortified by congressional 
grants and government support, 


passed through Cheyenne, Wyo., 100 
miles to the north. : ie 
BUILT LINE TO CHEYENNE. 


With Gov. John Evans, the first 
Governor of Colorado territory, Moffat 
bullt a branch line to Chey- 
enne, called the Denver Pacific. The 
I'nion Pacific took the road over. 
This forced the construction of the 
Kansas Pacific into Denver. The 
first locomotive that steamed into the 
rough frontier town bore the name 
“David H. Moffat” on the engine 

When the Boulder mining boom 
started, Moffat and his associates se- 
cured the Carbou mine, itn its time

est. 

Leadville startled the world with 
its carbonate hills. Moffat and his 
associates, chief among them Eben 
Bmith, king of Colorado mining 
princes, were on the ground floor. 
They took over supposedly ‘“worked- 
out” properties in the Maid and 
Henrietta. Both yielded heavy re- 
turns. 

Moffat bought some dump ground 
for the Henrietta. It was discovered 
that this dump ground was a valuable 
mine. The Loulsvilie, the Penrose, 
tHe Resurrection group, the LAttle 
Pittsburgh, which gave Senator H. A. 
W. Taylor his start toward millions, 
came into possession of the Moffat- 
Smith combination and yielded hand- 
some profits. 

THEN THE LEADVILLE BOOM. 

It was when the Leadville boom 
started that Moffat and his associates 


built the Denver and South Park Rall- 
road, a tremenous mountain line, 150 
miles long, the most marvelous 
revenue producing road in the world 
in its time. 

The first train carried machinery, 
stores, merchandise, adventurers, 
miners, fortune seekers, from all 
parts of the world. The first train 
back brought gold and silver. ore from 


the Moffat mines to the Denver 
smelters. 
As early as 1881 Moffat becan to

Needless to say, Moffat 
had mines in Creede. . 

Then followed the great gold ex- 
citement at Cripple Creek, when 
countless prairie schooners, hauled 
by oxen and mules crawled across 
the plains, with the crazy legend 
upon the canvas tops, “Pike’s Peak 
or Bust.” 

Moffat urged the construction of 
the Florence and Cripple Creek 
route and was laughed at again. Again 
he said, “I'll build it myself.’”’ Again 
the Rio Grande took the branch over. 
Now it is a far-famed scenic route. 

With Eben Smith, Moffat bought 
the Victor mine at Cripple Creek for 
25,000. In four years they had netted 
profits amounting to $750,000. They 
sold the mine for an enormous sum. 

The Anaconda, the Golden Cycle 
and other famous Cripple Creek 
mines poured their lien toll into 
the Moffat coffers. n the six vears 
during which he was president of the 
Rio Grande, Moffat standardized the 
line from Pueblo to Trinidad in the 
south and from Pueblo to Grand 
Junction in the west. He completed 
the circle route through Southern 
Colorado among the silvery San 
Juan peaks... 

In all he was connected with nine 
railroad enterprises during his career. 

The Moffat interests became the 
most powerful ith Colorado. When 
it became known that they had en- 
tered a new region, other investors 
rushed in, confident that where the 


there was to be found wealth untold. 
When Moffat turned aside from 
some newly established camp it 
passed into obscurity. 
HIS BANK THE LEADER. 

Men looked for the First National 
Bank of Denver to lead the Way to 
fortune and success. 
Naturally the Moffat interests be- 
came a@ great political power, but 
Moffat time and again turned away 
the proffered honor of United States 
office, once as adjutant-general, when 
Senator. Only twice he held public 
Gov. Evans was in office, and once as 
State Treasurer under Gov. Elbert. He 
took these places only upon pressure 
and as a public duty. 
In a personal way, Moffat was 
generous and his friendship was un- 
swerving. He stood by his old friends 
in time of adversity. When the panic 
of 1893 paralyzed commerce and in- 
dustry, It was the proud boast of 
Moffat that not a customer of the 
First National Bank went under. He 
liquidated $2,000,000 in gilt-edgea 
government bonds, his personal hold.

Panic-stricken people were 
making runs on every bank in the 
State. Avery brought a grip full of 
gilt-edged securities. Though his bank 
Was sound, the banks with which he 
had dealt would not guarapies his 
establishment. Then he went to Mof- 
fat and handed his securities to the 
master builder. 

“I have never done business with 
your bank,” said Avery, “but I may 
need your help.” 

DECLINED THE SECURITIES. 

Moffat pushed the securities back 
without looking at them. 

“I Know your bank,” he gaid. “Go 
back to Ft. Colling and if you need 
heip telegraph. I will send you a 
telegram stating tNat the First Na- 
tional Bank of Ft. Collins will never 
go under until the First National 
Bank of Denver does. You can paste 
that notice on your front door.” 

Un one occasion Moffat made a 
present of $100,000 to George Roas- 
Lewin, an officer of the bank. On 
another occasion he gave $75,000 as 
& present to another officer of the 
bank. A head waiter in the Hotel 
Belmont, New York, whose unosten- 
tatious manner had pleased Moffat 
once expressed a wish for a western 
ranch. The next day Moffat handed 
him a deed to a $15,000 ranch in 
Routt county. 

This was the man and his work 
up to 1902, when, at the age of 63, 
the dream of placing Denver on the 
shortest transcontinental line and 
opening the empire of Routt county, 
took hold of him. 

Since Moffat died in New York City, 
March 18, 1911, at the age of 72, 
harassed to his grave by the fight 
against his great dream, many have 
wondered why he undertook the con- 


struction of the Moffat road. They 
knew his business ability. They 
knew him as Colorado's greatest 


banker. They knew of the successes 
narrated above. But they could not 
see how he hoped to succeed with his 
most gigantic undertaking. 

ROAD BEEMED ASSURED. 

When Moffat first went East in 
connection with the Moffat road in 
the fall of 1902, he had the road ab- 
solutely assured. There was ho 
chance about it. The plan was built 
upon as sound business principles as 
anything whith he ever undertook. 

Moffat arranged with the Hill- 
Morgan interests for the necessary 
support to complete the Moffat road. 
They promised him that they would 
see him through successfully. 

The next year the road was started. 
At that time the Hill-Morgan and the 
Harriman interests were at war in 
the West. Harriman became alarmed 
at the prospect of a shortiine in the 
hands of his enemies. Six months 
later he succeeded in forming the 
Great Northern Securities Company, 
formed by a pool of the Harriman 
and Hill interests. 

The merger was afterward (4is- 
solved but by that time the Western 
policies of the transcontinental lines 
were formed so strongly that Moffat 
never could swing the Hill-Morgan 
interests back to his side. He also 
had gone so far in the construc- 
tion of his road when the merger was 
formed that he could not stop. 

Nine million dollars of his perm 
sonal fortuné went into the road, ac- 
cording to his closest friends. In 
spite of the opposition of the power- 
ful railroad kings he raised money, 
now in one place, now in another, 
and pushed the road westward to 
Steamboat. Then the strain became 
too great. The iron constitution of 


the man was broken. He died, a 


tim of circumstances, but true to his 
dream until the last minute. 


MASTERS WONDERED. 


None but Moffat’s closest associates 
know the story of that terrific strug- 
@ie from 1903 until 1911.

something for my State.” 

DREAM NOW REALIZED. ‘ 

It is now the hour of realization. 
Had Moffat undertaken, the construc- 
tion of the Moffat road a few years 
earlier he would have succeeded. Fut 
his vast and varied interests were a 
detriment when it came to carrying 
out his ttrream. At his death he was 
interested in local utilities, in ralil- 
in mines, In bahkKs, in 
Equitable Life Assurance Company. 


Now Denver, the city of Muffat’s 
adoption, for which he aid so much, 
has inherited the dream and will 
carry it out to the end.

L. N. Farnum of that concern 
has been in that section for several 
weeks for the purpose of recuring new 
contracts, in anticipation of additional 
transportation facilities which the 
company will have at its disposal. 

TANKER EN ROUTE. 


The Union Oil Company’s chartered 
tank steamer, the La Habra, left Eng- 
land about two months ago, and is 
due to arrive on this coast in about 
two months. This vessel—which is 65,- 
000 barrels, is the third of four new 
chartered tankers of the Union to be 
completed. The fourth, the Lompoc. 
of the same capacity, will be finished 
in June. 

Two vessels, the San Joaquin and 
the Elsinor, which recently arrived 
on this coast, have been placed in 
Service. Both left from Port San Luis 
Within the past two weeks for Chile, 
carrying oil cargoes. They also have 
capacity for 65,000 barrels each. 

The six tankers which have been. re- 
ferred to—with the Asvoclated Oil 
Company's Frank H. Buck and the 
Standard’s J. A. Moffett, tankers with 
@ capacity of 65,000 barrels—will in- 
crease the capacity of the oil-carry- 
ing fleet to the extent of over 250,- 
000 barrels, making the total carrying 
capacity about 2,000,000 barrels. This 
means that if all the ships left Los 
Angeles Harbor at once they would 
carry with them that amount of ofl— 
about one-quarter of the total produc- 
tion of the State during a month. 

The aggregate cost of the eight new 
tankers will be about $4,000,000, but 
the expenditure of this amount of 
money will ease the export trangpor- 
tation situation greatly. The two tank- 
ers which the Union has just placed 
in service have helped that company 
to a marked degree. During the past 
few months the Union has been un- 
ofl 
from the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
Pany to save time in filling its South 
American contracts, on account of the 
shortage of tankers. 

If the business of the various com- 
Panier keeps on increasing as it has 
fn the past year. the relief afforded 
by the new tankers will be only of a 
very temporary character. But in an- 
ticipation of this the companies are 
already showing a tendency to make 
arrangements well in advance. The 
Union has placed an order for a tank- 
er similar to the Frank H. Buck.

LARGE OUTPUT. 


RECORD OF DOHENY COMPANTES 
IN OADIFORNTA. 


Annual Statement of California 
Petroleum Shows that Subsidiaries 
Have Produced Over Twenty-three 
Million Barrels of Oil Since 
Organization. 


Up to the first of this year the prop- 
erties of the Doheny companies ‘in 
California, since their organization, 
had produced approximately 23,096,- 
000 barrels gross of oil, according to 
a statement in the annual report to 
stockholders of the California Petro- 
leum Corporation for year 1913, from 
E. L. Doheny, president of the com- 
pany. 

The gross production for the year 
of the California Petroleum Corpora- 
tion for 1913 showed a falling off 
from the previous year, the total be- 
ing 5,463,600, against 65,700,015 for 
1912. 

The report shows in part: 

From twenty-six new wells brought 
in at different periods during the year 
1913 there have been produced 599, 
663 barrels gross oil. Total number 
of wells producing December 31, 1913, 
was 141, as compared with 120 De- 
cember 31, 1912. Twenty-one wells 
were shut in at the same date, how- 
ever, as compared with seven the end 
of the preceding year. The produc- 
tion was adversely affected during the 
year by the influx of water in certain 
parts of the property. 

The revenue from the _ sales of 
crude petroleum was $2,298,822 last 
year, while the sales of tops brought 
in $456,924. This conipares with a 
revenue from the sales of crude pe- 
troleum of $2,472,569 in 1912, and re- 
turns from the sales of tops of $35,- 
925. The total sales revenue was 
$2,755,746 in 1913, as against $2,508,- 
494 in 1912. Contract No. 1 of the 
American Petroleum Company calling 
for a delivery of 5000 barrels of oll 
daily at approximately 61 cents per 
barrel has been filled and expired De- 
cember 31. Delivery from the Amerli- 
can Petroleum property is now being 
made under contract No. 2 at 50 cents 
a barrel. 

The report goes on to speak of the 
success had with the American Old- 
fields. topping plant, the acquisition 
of the Fullerton holding and the large 
well on the property of the Midlands 
Oil Company brought in this year.

The remaining half or $273,- 
180 was set up as a special reserve 
not available for dividends on common 
stock and to be applied to writing 
down the value of the property ac- 
count or such other uses as the dil- 
rectors may determine.” 

It is shown that the gross income 
from the properties during 1913 
amounted to $2,885,188, from which 
was deducted $708,758, operating ex- 
penses leaving a* net balance of 
$2,176,430, as previously reported in 
The Times. The earnings last year 
fell short of predictions made in the 
annual report for 1912, owing to the 
trouble with water in the wells. It is 
significant that no predictions are 
made in the report for 1913 as to the 
outcome of operations during the 
present year.

LESS PRODUCERS. 

There was a smaller number of 
wells producing by fifty-seven last 
month. About the same number was 
completed as the previous month. 
Thirty-three new rigs were up, as 
compared with twenty-seven in Jan- 
uary, and 244 wells were drilling, as 
compared with 260. 

Contrary to rumors which have 
been fn circulation regarding the 
Standard advancing the price for oil, 
no changes are shown in the official 
price list in the bulletin.

There is a fixed day, May 10, when 
the ice breaks up. We set a day, but, 
of course, nature often interferes with 
our calendar. The ice may begin 
moving out on May 8 or May 12. On 
October 10 the rivers are closed for 
the winter. 

A MIGHTY SYSTEM OF RIVERS. 

“Also I would like to say a few 
words about our interior rivers, seven 
in number, now navigated by large 
packet steamers. The government 
railroad is to connect them, you un- 
derstand, with the southern coast. The 
Yukon, let me tell my fellow country- 
men, discharges one-third more wa- 
ter than does the Mississippi. From 
St. Michael, its mouth, in Bering Sea, 
to White Horse, in Canada, is 2164 
miles. This great stretch of the Yu- 
kon is always navigated in season. 
Freights from the railroad will reach 
the Yukon a month before the ice 
breaks up at.St. Michael and before 
ships from San Francisco and Seattle 
can reach that port. 

“Thus the railroad will lengthen 
the shipping season for freight over 
our entire system of interior water- 
ways. We have 6000 miles of inland 
rivers, all navigable, which the new 
railroad will connect with our south- 
ern seaboard. It must be remem- 
bered that at present the Alaskan 
syndicate controls our whole trans- 
portation system—ships at sea and 
on the rivers, the little railroad from 
Cordova to its copper mines and the 
stage route from Chitina to. Fair- 
banks. It brings our goods and ma- 
chinery in and, after getting them in, 
sells them to us at monopolistic 
prices. The railroad, spon to be built, 
will break that uttefly destructive 
monopoly. Independent ships will un- 
load their cargoes at the Pacific ter- 
minus of the railroad. And independ- 
ent boats will appear on our rivers.

will open stores in our towns and 
small settlements.

Syndicate vessels carry grain and 
feed at $11 a ton from Seattle to 
Cordova, the port on the south coast. 
The freight on hay is $20 a ton, on 
hardware $12 a ton, on mining ma- 
chinery $15 a ton and on coal $8 a 
ton. In length the haul is 1236 miles. 

WHERE RAILROADS DO PAY. 

“The grain, feed, hardware, ma- 
chinery anid coal are leaded on the 


dova and hauled 131 miles to Chitina, 
The price of that service is: Grain and 
feed, $25 a ton; hay, $20; hardware 
and mining machinery, $34; coal, $7. 
For the 131 miles from Cordova to 
Chitina the rate on hardware is\($34 
a ton. The rate on hardware ftom 
New York to Seattle, 3184 miles, also 
by rail, is $35 a ton! No, the syndi- 
cate is not afraid of coastal glaciers, 
nor of snow and ice. Yet I suspect 
it has created and spread, in speeches 
and magazine articles, a great deal of 
fear in this country about the climate 
of Alaska. 

“Grain and feed having reached 
Chitina by water and rail, the freight- 
age totals up to $36 a ton. The 
freightage on the hay amounts to $40, 
on hardware to $46, on mining ma- 
chinery to $49—and on coal to $15. 
Now comes a haul of 310 miles to 
Fairbanks in syndicate sleighs over a 
wagon road, mark you, built by the 
national government itself for postal 
purposes. Lumping all the items to- 
gether, the average charge at Fatr- 
banks, on freight from Seattle, is 
$125 a ton. Hay at that price is 
pretty dear; so are all kinds of ma- 
chinery and merchandise.

with valenciennes, “the high aris- 


tocracy” of pillow lace, sharing that |

It has never been ascertained just 
when the manufacture of brussels lace 
began. But that it had become famous 
in 1741 is evident from some of Che@e 
terfield’s writings. A Mrs. Caldefe 
wood, who visited Brussels in 17§6,

Casualty, 


FAMILY THREE KILLED 
AUTO ACCIDENT. 


AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 

THE TIMES, March 29.—A fam- 

ily of three persons was wiped 
out, two more sustained serious in- 
juries and four more in a second 
party were more or less badly bruised 
and hurt in two collisions between 
automobiles and electric trains in 
Oakland last evening. 

The first accident, in which the 
family of A. Bryan Turner, but re- 
cently from England, was hurled out 
of existence, occurred about 7 o'clock, 
when the party, in George B. Kelly's 
automobile, were driving toward 
Kelly’s home in Alameda. 

The auto sped up the approach to 
the High-street crossing of the South- 
ern Pacific electric lines just as a 
west-bound local train was nearing 
the roadway. The automobile was in 
the center of the tracks when the 
crash came. 


Struck amidships, the car and its 
occupants were picked up in the 
front of the train and carried a dis- 
tance of 120 feet before the locad 
could be brought to a standstill. 

At the impact Mrs. Turner and 
her daughter were hurled from the 
tonneau of the automobile directly 
uniier the wheels of the onrushing 
train. Their lives were snuffed out in 
an instant, and their badly-mangled 
bodies were recovered far from where 
the auto had been carried. 

Turner, sitting in the front seat 
with Kelly, who was driving the car, 
was also hurled out. But instead of 
falling to the tracks, where he would 
have been ground under the wheels, 
as were his wife and child, he was 
pinned between the side of the car 
and the front of the train. 

Turner’s chest was crushed in like 
an eggshell. He was rushed to the 
Oakland Receiving Hospital. ‘but 
physicians say there is no hope for 
his recovery. 

Mrs. Kelly's escape from doath was 
well-nigh miraculous. After she had 
been carried along in the automobile, 
to whose seat she clung with extraor- 
dinary tenacity, she was hurled to the 
side of the roadway. Beyond lacera- 
tions, bruises and a nervous sk ck, she 
was uninjured. 

Kelly’s hurts consist of severe 
bruises and lacerations, from which 


his physicians say he w'ill recover.

The shipment of cotton from the 
laguna district through Torreon 
amounts to millions of dollars annual- 
ly when the conditions are normal po- 
litically and the laguna district is all 
planted. Torreon has two railroads, 
the Mexican National from Juarez and 
the Mexican International, a part of 
the National lines fror Laredo and 
Eagle Pass. he Torreon smelt- 
ers which are owned by the Madero 
family, the Torreon brewery, the 
foundry and the Brittingham soap 
factory near Gomez Palacio are the 
largest industrial enterprises. Large 
storage warehouses are built in the 
town for the storage of cotton and 
other agricultural commodities which 
are shipped to all parts of Southern 
and Central Mexico. The city has a 
good street car system with a loop 
that connects with Gomez Palacio, the 
railroad town seven miles northwest, 
and Lerdo, a smaller town still fur- 
ther northwest. Gomez Palacio has a 
population of 15,000 when the Brit- 
tingham soap factory, one of the larg- 
est industries in Mexico and owned by 
Juan Brittingham and his associates, 
is running. Lerdo has a normal popu- 
lation of about 8000.

Durango contributes 
largely to Torreon’s mineral indus- 
tries, sending ores for the smelter, 
buying metal castings from the 
foundry and doing a large banking 
and commercial business. Torreon 
has a large foreign colony except in 
revolutionary times, many Germans, 
French and Chinese being residents 
of the foreign quarters. . 

Parras, a manufacturing town to 
the southeast of Torreon, is the cen- 
ter of the great Madero rubber, mill- 
ing and agricultural interests, which 
are owned by the Madero family of 
which Francisco Madero was a mem- 
ber. Torreon has been the battling 
ground for three successive revolu- 
tions. It was.taken by the Madero 
revolution in May, 1911, 
Juarez fell before Madero. During 
the Orozco revolution which followed 
it was besieged a number of times 
by Orozco himself, who fought two 
engagements at Bellano, just north 
of Torreon, by Cheche Campos, Ar- 
gumedo and other rebels. kK was 
during the Madero revolution that 
the now famous slaughter of Chinese, 
including women and babies,  oc- 
curred, for which the Chinese gov- 
ernment obtained indemnity. In the 
present revolution Jesus and Venus- 
tiano Carranza attempted to take the 
town but failed affer several at- 
tempts. They were aided at the time 
by Tomas Urbina from Durango. Then 
Villa made a quick and decisive at- 
tack and captured the town, taking 
1,000,000 in silver pesos from the 
banks and looting tne stores. He was 
forced to abandon it for his northern 
campaign, and it was again occupied 
by the Federals. It has been under 
siege for eight days and will be looted 
from end to end a third time if taken 
by Villa.

INVESTIGATED. 


MISSOURI OFFICIAD WORKS DIS- 
GUISED AS TRAMP. 


Assistant Labor Commissioner of 
the “Show Me” State Gets at First 


Unhealthy and Bunk Cars Filthy. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

JEFFERSON CITY (MO.) March 
29.—The experiences of James J. Bar- 
rett, Assistant State Labor Commis- 
sioner, as a “casual laborer” are re- 
lated in an official report submitted by 
Barrett to Gov. Major yesterday. Bar- 
rett left St. Louls a month ago dis- 


guised as a tramp and found work 
in various construction camps. 

In his report Barrett said that in 
one railroad construction. camp, the 
foreman threatened to beat him be- 
cause he asked for a cup of coffee be- 
fore going to work at daybreak with- 
out food. 

Barrett made an investigation of 
Greek coffee houses in St. Louis. He 
questioned twenty-nine girls, employed 
in these places and he reported that 
some of the girls told him they got 
work in the coffee houses only on a 
promise to enter on a life of immoral- 
ity. The girls serve the coffee in the 
houses, he reported and take their 
places at the table with the men as 
the latter drink their beverages. In- 
toxicants also are served in some of 
these coffee houses, he reported. 

Many men out of work agree to pay 
employment agencies as high as 50 
per cent. of their wages, Barrett re- 
ported; and in some construction 
camps the foremen are in league with 
the employment agencies to discharge 
men after they have worked a short 
time and thus make way for new men. 
The “fees” then are shared by the 
employment agency and the foremen. 

The men employed in the construc- 
tion camps, he reported, are charged 
26 cents a month for hospital fees, 
but are discharged if they gec sick. 

The food in the camp is unhealthy, 
the bunk cars are filthy, the cooks are 
often diseased and there is grave dan- 
ger of epidemic in the camp, Barrett 
says. 
Barrett also studied the mental at- 
titude of the casual wcrkers. On this 
point he reports: 

“If this immense army of these 
down and outs could get together and 
stay in one piace long enough to be- 
come voters they could swing a na- 
tional election and elect any ticket 
they put up. There is a deep, terrible 
undercurrent of rebellion, unrest and 
revolt among them because of the 
amazing amount of exploitation and 
oppression they are subjected to sim- 
ply because they are tramps.”

OF BANK THEFT. 


Young Canadians Tell How 
They “Did” Ch 


Arrested in Honolulu Bound 
for the Orient. 


Money Spent Lavishly in 
Seeing the Sights.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, March 29.—When the 
Pacific Mail Mner Siberia arrived to- 
day from the Orient, two of the pas- 
Sengers were John C. Fielding, aged 
20, and his brother, Arthur G. Field- 
ing, aged 18. Both youths are trav- 
eling in the custody of Detectives 
William 8S. Bush and Thomas McFar- 
land of the Chicago police force, and 
are en route to Chicago to face ~@ 
charge of having defrauded the Con- 
tinental and Commercial National 
Bank of that city of $4800 on Feb- 
ruary 17 last. They are lodged tem- 
Porarily in the City Prison. 

That their crime was deliberate 


and premeditated is the statement of 
both lads, and, far from being con- 
cerned about the term in prison which 
is facing them, they laugh over the 
manner in which they deceived the 
bank officials, and tell with apparent 
pride of their expenditure of all but 
$1200 of the amount of money se- 
cured by their fraudulent issuance 
of a draft on the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada, in which the younger brother 
was an employee. 

Other fraudulent paper and daily 
embezziements from the Montreal 
bank furnish humorous recollections 
to the two boys, and they boast of 
their peculations as other boys boast 
of athletic prowess or achievements 
in their studies. Both have frank, 
honest faces, and show the influence 
of healthy outdoor lives. 

The older brother was an employee 
of a brokerage firm in Montreal and, 
working in conjunction with the 
younger, succeeded in embezzling 
over $1000 from his employers and 
the bank. Then, as they explain, the 
city became too “hot” for their com- 
fort, and they decided to execute 
their grand coup and leave for Aus- 
tralia. Accordingly. they relate, they 
secured a blank draft on the Royal 
Bank, and the younger brother, in his 
position of accountant, forwarded in- 
structions to the Continental and Com- 
mercial Bank in Chicago to cash a 
draft for a Wflliam Butler, who 
would arrive in Chicago shortly. The 
signature was attached and every- 
thing arranged in perfect order, so 
that when Arthur went to the bank 
in the guise of Butler and introduced 
himself to the cashier, the money 
was turned over to him. 

Then began the flight across the 
continent, with Australia as the ulti- 
mate destination of the fugitives. 
Money waa @pent lavishly and suites of 
rooms in the best hotels were en- 
gaged, costly dinners ordered and fine 
clothes purchased. The boys stopped 
en route to visit the Grand Canvon 
and say that while there they spent 
several hundred dollars. Upon 
reaching this city they temporarily 
registered at the Hotel Sutter under 
assumed names, and the same after- 
noon sailed for Honolulu on the 
Matson liner Matsonia. 

Meanwhile the fraud had been 
found out and detectives had been 
engaged by the banking authorities to 
trace the fugitives. It was discovered 
that they had embarked for Honolulu, 
and a cable message caused their ar- 
rest upon the arrival of the Matsonta. 

The prisoners were held in the 
County Jail at Honolulu pending the 
arrival of the Chicago officers. They 
will leave for Chicago either tomor- 
row or Tuesday to be tried for their 
crime.

tt i E. w. Emery, Veteran Press Oper - 
| it ator and Long Connected With the 
| “A. P.,” Dies in Washington. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Er- 
nest William Emery, chief of wire 
traffic in the Washington bureau of 
the Associated Press, died suddenly 
today of heart disease. He had not 
been in good health in recent years. 
Besides being one of the early 
press operators in this country, 
Emery was one of the oldest em- 
ployees of the Associated Press and 
was widely known in telegraph and 
newspaper circles. He began telec- 
raphy when 12 years old and was 
one of the first operators to man a 
leased wire for the transmission of 
news. He was seiected by the Asso- 
ciated Press to send the news of first 
importance at many national politi- 
cal conventions. At one time he was 
day manager of the editorial staff of 
the Washington bureau and he was 
a Past Exalted Ruler of the local 
lodge of Elks. 
Emery was born at Senaca Falls, 
N. Y., fifty-five years ago. Early to- 
day he had celebrated his twenty- 
third anniversary of his mariage. Be- 
sides his widow, a 17-year-old son, 
Ernest W. Emery, Jr., and a daugh- 
ter survive him.

BANDITS TRAIL. 


Robbers Overlooked 
Bag of Gold. 


Bullets Fly in Streets as 
Desperadoes Escape. 


Entire Country Is Aroused 
and Capture Predicted. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
TACOMA (Wash.) March 29.—The 
posses searching for the bandits who 
held up the bank at Elma Saturday 
evening and later engaged in a battle 
with the officers have lost the trail, 
It was ascertained today that the rob- 
ber overlooked a bag containing 
more than $2000 in gold near the 
cashier’s window. 

COUNTRY IS SCOURED. 

{BY A.-P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

(Wash.) March 29.—Five 
posses this morning scoured the coun- 
try-side for four or possibly five 
masked men who held up _ the 
Elma National Bank fifteen min- 
utes before closing time last 
night and escaped with more 
than $3500 after firing more than 
twenty shots and alarming the entire 
town. A few minutes later the. school 
gymnasium burned, giving some basis 
for the belief that the robbers had 
fired it to distract attention. 

No one was injured in the shoot- 
ing. Numerous suspicious characters 
have been rounded up but the chase 
for the fugitives, believed to be for- 
eigners, is being carried on by posses 
from here and from Montesano, the 
latter belng accompanied by blood--: 
hounds. | 

The robbery was well timed and 
each man did his work well. Cashier 
E. L. France and Bookkeeper A. H. 
Fleming, as well as three depositors, 
were in the bank preparing to close 
for the night when two men entered. 
They made a rtésh for an open door 
leading behind the cashier’s cage, and 
when inside ordered all “hands up.” 
They ‘backed Fleming into the vault 
and demanded $25,000. Fleming be- 
gan throwing out silver, but one of 
the men broke the package and 
served curt notice that Fleming throw 
out the gold. The coin obtained was 
put in a leather sack. A second mem- 
ber of the gang then searched the 
vault and obtained a large amount of 
currency. 

More than $2000 on the paying- 
teller’s table in the cage was over- 
looked. 

Just how many robbers were on 
guard outside is uncertain. Several 
hundred people reached the scene in 
time to see part of the robbery, but 
accounts differ as to whether two or 
three bandits were in the street. They 
forced G. W. Avery to go into the 
bank and attempted to do Ilfkewise 
with Rodney Maxwell, who broke 
away and ran up the street and gave 
the alarm. 

At a signal from the outside the 
robber: in the bank withdrew. As 
they eme: zed into the street, Cashier 
France reached for a revolver. This 
was evidently seen from the outside 
and a fusillade of shots through a 
window followed, several narrowly 
missing France. The robbers fled to 
the eastward after shooting in all di- 
rections. No shots were fired at the 
bandits. 

BANDITS OVERTAKEN. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 
HOQUIAM (Wash.) March 29.—A 
telephone mesage received from Elma 
early today said Sheriff Mathews and 
his posse overtook the robbers who 
held up the Bank of Elma last night 
at the railroad crossing near Satsop 
and that a pitched battle ensued be- 
tween the posse and the bandits. The 
Sheriff sent back word to send rein- 
forcements and a new supply: of am- 
munition. No details of the fight have 
been received and it is not known 
whether anyone was wounded in the 
encounter, 

More than 100 shots were fired in 
the battle between the posse and the 
bandits. One of the posses which 
reached Centralia was notified of the 
encounter and was hurried back to- 
ward Satsop from the East. Two 
automobile loads of reinforcements for 
Sheriff Mathews’ posse left Elma and 
another car full of men is on the way 
from Montesano west of Satsop. 

Sixty armed men were at the scene 
of the battle at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Two other posses are guardina 
the Northern Pacific tracks at Elma. 
After the battle the bandits retreated 
east around the railroad toward Elma. 
It is now believed the robbers were 
members of a railroad construction 
crew at Satsop and are Greeks instead 
of Italians. A Greek laborer employed 
on the construction crew has been ar- 
rested and is held as a suspect. 


GUNMEN APPEAL AGAIN. 


Men Convicted of Rosenthal’s Mur- 
der Assert They Should Get qa New 
Trial Like Becker. 

[BY A. P. NICHT WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, March 29.—Louls 
Rosenberg, “Leftie Louts;” Frank 
Cirofico, _“Dago Frank;” Jacob 
Seidenfuer, “Whitey Lewis,” and 
Harry Horowitz, alias “Gyp_ the 
Blood,” convicted of the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal and now awaiting 
death in the electric chair at Sing 
Sing, issued another statement last 
night through their attorney, in which 
the claim is made that a stranger 
and Harry Vallon and Bridgey Web- 
ber had shot at Rosenthal. 

The statement is a reply to a re- 
cent statement by Webber that he 
had not been a party to the crime, 
and that he did not know the strange 
man said to have done the shoct- 
ing. 

The four men insist that Webber 
must have known this man, for other- 
wise he would not have admitted 
him, as they claim, into his gambling- 
house or left the place with him 
afterwards for the scene of the mur- 


der. 

The statement, which its in the 
nature of an appeal to -the public, 
argues that if Charles Becker could 
secure a new trial because the testi- 
mony of Jack Rose, Sam Schepps, 
Webber and Vallon had been found 
incompetent by the Court of Appeals, 
their case should be reopened on the 
same grounds, considering that the 
evidence obtained from these men 
served to convict them.

GUARDS FOR CHURGHES, 


TIilinois Minister Appeals to Mayor 
of Alton for Protection After Re- 
ceiving a Threatening Letter.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) March 29.—- 
Armed men have been hired to guard 
churches in Alton, Ill, as a result 


ing yesterday. The fire is believed 
to have been incendiary and lead- 
ers in the “dry” campaign now be- 
ing waged in Alton, believe that the 
blaze was the result of the ill feel- 
ing aroused in the present political 
fig ht. 
Rev. C. W. Reese, who etarted 
a crusade against the segregated vice 
district, wrote a letter yesterday tv 
Mayor Joseph Faulstitch, demanding 
police protection. This letter was 
written after a threatening note had 
been found nailed to the front door 
of the’ Methodist Church, saying 
churches and preachers were to be 
abolished, and warning preachers to 
look out for their lives. 

The letter of Rev. Mr. Reese to 
the Mayor accuses the latter of mak- 
ing derogatory statements concerning 
him and adds: 

“There can be but one tendency 
resulting from such loose language 
on the part of a man whose sworn 
duty it is under the law to execute 
the ordinances of the city and afford 
Protection to its citizens, namely, 
that some ignorant ruffian will mis- 
construe your words to mean protec- 
tion to himself and as a license for 
him to use force and violence with 
impunity. 

“I wish to call your attention in 
the provision of the State statute 
‘Yrelative to injury to persons and 
property by mobs. And I hereby wish 
to notify you that as a citizen of 
Alton, I demand at your hands the 
necessary and requisite police pro- 
tection that I may safely walk the 
streets of this city and not be mo- 
lested either in my person or my 
property.” 


TERRE HAUTE FRAUDS, 


Mayor Roberts and His Agents De- 
clared Responsible for Bad Politi-

Girl at San Diego Hospital Will

“Had it not been for the co-opera- 
tion of the Kilfoils,” said Ford, “we 
would be just as far from a solution 
of the mystery as we were the day we 
discovered that Mary Kilfoil was pois- 
oned with arsenic. Now that they 
have broken the seal of silence and 
permitted us to obtain 
were wnabie to get. we have 
progress which will soon 
whole case into history.” 

Phil Kilfoil denied at the County 
Jail yesterday that he is in poor 
health and said he is ready and anx- 
lous to go before the grand jury. John 
F. Kilfoll, his brother, who has been 
very active in his brother’s defense, 
was at the jail an hour yesterday. He, 
too, is anxious to appear before the 
grand jury and tell all he knows of 
what he considers a conspiracy to 
send his brother to the gallows for 
the death of his sister.

YOUNGSTERS CAUGHT LUGGING 
THEIR LOOT AWAY. 


Captain of Six Summers Is the 
“Brains” of the Bandit Bunch. 
Russian Children Admit to Tweive 


Were there a sculptured concept 
of the law in the detective’s room 
at police headquarters, it ‘would have 
shaken itself last night from its pos- 
ture of majesty, have softened, 
stretched out its arms in merciful in- 
dulgence, and perhaps have wept. 

There is no such fancy of the sculp- 
tor there. But the spirit of its pos- 
sible change of attitude was there 
last night, present in the attitudes 
of half a dozen detectives who looked 
on indulgently, perhaps a bit pitying- 
ty, While six tiny tykes, 6 to 12 years 
old, were brought to task for stick- 
ing their fingers, figuratively speak- 
ing, to their noses at the law and its 
majesty.
